CONVENT CHAPEL 
CONSECRATION TO 
BE HELD TUESDAY 


The beautiful new chapel at the! 


Convent of the Sacred Heart will be 


consecrated: Tuesday by the Most} 


Rev. Thomas Connolly, D. D., 


J. C. D., auxiliary bishop of the, 


archdiocese of San Francisco. 

Part of the reconstruction pro- 
gram at the Convent, work began 
on the chapel, situated on the first 
floor of the building, last spring. 

Completely new from stained 
glass windows to the most exacting 
arrangement of the sanctuary, the 
chape)} has been completely paneled 
in wood. 

Hand carvings are prominent, in- 
cluding the Stations of the Cross. 
Behind the altar is a reredos with 
six carved medalions, unstained and 
greatly resembling ivory. These 
wooden medalions represent in the 
liturgy of the Catholic Church the 
mysteries of Our Lord’s childhood 
and life at Nazareth. 

The chapel altar is constructed of 
marble of the table type, supported 
by marble pillars. The tabernacle 
is a cylinderical bronze one, decor- 
ated with various symbols. 

In the Sanctuary there are two 
carved statues, one of Our Lady and 
the other of St. Joseph. Outside the 
sanctuary is a. statue of St. Mad- 
eiline Sophie Barat, founder of the 
Society of the Sacred Heart, and 
her companion, Blessed Philippine 
Duschesne, who brought the first 
nuns of the order to America. 

There are nine, double pairs of 
stained glass windows depicting the 
scenes from..the public ministry of 
Jesus Christ. OME anything of 
their kind in Europe, the windows 
have a predominating color of blue 
that gives the impression of moon- 
light. 

The ceiling is highly decorated in 
blue and gold, with symbols of ma- 
jor prophets, the 12 apostles and 
the early Popes. 

The choir in the rear is partly 
cut off by a screen that is carved 


with a frieze of 10 graceful and| 


slender angels. The acoustics are 
exceptionally good, and both the 
music from the sweet toned organ 
and the sermons may be heard 
throughout the entire Convent over 
a public address system. 

A long and anrient ceremony will 


be followed by Bishop Connolly in | 


consecrating the chapel. The music 
will be sung in strict Gregorian 
chant by the children, who will be 
attired in uniforms and wearing 
white veils. 

The chapel is altogether Ameri- 
can workmanship.

California’s unemployment fund 
balance reached $203,115,222 on Oct. 
31—the highest ever. Increasing 
payrolls in connection with nation-

Pians for Collection of New 
Auto Use Tax—Yes It’s Coming Up 


Motorists will pay the new fed- 
eral use tax of $5 on every car to 
the collector of internal revenue in 
each district, the AAA informs the 
State Automobile association. 


Registered owners will be noti- 
fied by mail about the first of the 
new year, according tentative 
plans, and a payment $2.09 will 
become due Feb. 1 next. Payment of 
% for a full year will become due 
July 1, 1942. Payment of $2.09, or 
five-twelfths of $5, covering the 
months of February, March, April, 
May and June, 1942, places the tax 
on a fiscal year basis. 


Evidence of payment of the tax 
will be in the form of a revenue 
sticker which must be displayed on 
each vehicle, under present plans. 
The law provides that every mo- 
tor vehicle registered and used On 
the public highways, regardless of 
age or original cost, shal] be sub- 
ject to the tax of $5 a year. The 
| tax will be prorated at the rate of 

one-twelfth per month for motor 
| vehicles registered during the fiscal 
| year. Where registration of a motor 
| vehicle cecurs after the first of the 
|! month of the fiscal year, the tax 
| will be reckoned from the first day
